176 kIU«d and 4'JO wounded Is the estl- 
BNlte of casualties in Monday even- 
log's Btorm. This estimate is based 
oa information received by General 
M«ntt«r Bcott of the Omaha railway. 
The relief truin from St. Paul arrived 
here at sunrise. On board were twen- 
ty nurses and twelve doctors. 

Tbe storm struck the Omaha Miilroad 
line at Boardman, Wl«.. and followea 
the track to New Richmond from 
south to north and leveled the c«nter 
of the city. People were penned in 
and score* were buried alive. 

On tb« street from the depot start- 
ing with Henry Beal A Company's 
store, through to the Hotel Nicolet, 
on both sides of the street, every build- 
ing was destroyed. Only the most ia- 
eoi^^taia Infarmation aa to the killed 
aM wwmM is as yet obtalnabla. 

TMa tittle town has gone out of ex- 
isteace. Out of the 2,200 inhabitants 
few, if any escaped death, injury or 
bereaTVBMBfc SeanMy • home but haa 
taat 0B« or mora mtmbera and many 
Btill watch about hopelessly seeking 
those who are only to be found ajnong 
«ibe increasing list of dead. 

Just bow many lives were lost may 
not b« kuown for aoaio days, "but the 
noit eoBsarratlre Hgmaa ar* 4f daad 
and 200 or more injured, while other 
estimates reach 200 dead. 

Of the pretty village only scattered 
frttntBta aad buralnc rolnn rMoain. 
Tha principal bualBoaa atrsat la a 
smouldering heap of stone and ashes 
in which an occaai»oal explosion 
marks tbe location of a hardware store. 

Peofrte art impoverished by the storm 
sad anp^lai ware hurried down by spe- 
cial trains during the night and early 
morning were most necessary and wel- 
ooma.

Lo- 
cal people are making heroic efforts 
and giving freely of what little they 
bare left. They can be fumishad for a

wa« left by noon. There will not be a

The woiwt daatruction appears to 
iMT* baaa at New Richmond, Wis., 
where a Mihtful twister struck Just 
before 6 p. m. Th« storm effectually 
destroyed wire connection in the 
vtrickeo region. Reports that hav« 
COS* in that the total aunkber of kill- 
ed aad injured will range between 160 
and 500. 

The town at the time of the storm 
was crowded with people who had 
eome from the surrounding country to 
attead a circus perfanBaaoe; 



A dispatch trtka fltlliwkter, Miiln., 

says that T. A. Carroll, a tr,TvellnK man 
from fortage, Wis., who was at New 
Richmond at the time the storm 
struck, haa reached that place. Mr. 
Carroll saw tha (nanal*a}iaped cloud as 
It came up the principal Street and 
took refuge in the basement of the Ho- 
tel Nicholas which was completely 
wrecked together with every other 
buslnefs booae In the city. In the ter- 
rible sheets of rain following Carroll, 
with a few others, succeeded In recov- 
ering the proprietor of the hotel, Char- 
les McKinnon, wife and one child, 
from the debris and they also removed 
the laundry girl who waa fatally la- 
Jvrad. Tliey also removed two men 
aamod Parrett and Newall, who were 
severely injured. Carroll drove to 
Stillwater by team for relief and a 
trala with doctors left at 12.16 a. m. 
a. m. 

Carroll further says that fire follow- 
ed the storm and that what is left of 
the town is being consumed by fire. 

New Richmond is oa the Wisconsin 
Central line and on the Dulutb Super- 
ior branch of the Omaha road. It is 
36 miles east of St. Pari and in the 
heart of the rich farming section of St. 
Croix county. It is one of the oldest 
towns of weat^rn* Wlaconsin and had 
many handaome residences. There 
were two principal streets crossln,? 
each other at right angles, th" more 
important ones running east and west. 
It was through this one the^storm pass- 
ed. The thoroughfare waa \hree miles 
long lined with trees and made a fine 
driveway. Damage to railroads, tele- 
graph and telephone lines and crops is 
viidespread. 

Next to New Richmond, the most se- 
yere damage done by the storm was at 
Hudson, Wis., and also at Larrcs.< 
Wis. In the vicinity of the first named 
town a tornado and cloudburst de- 
stroyed wires^ hay stacks, unroofed 
residences, barns and outbuildings all 
along its path. 

At I.,acros8e it was the worst storm 
known In 17 years. Nearly Ave inches 
of rain fell. Tbe river rose so rapidly 
that over 400 people living in the lower 
portion of the city were driven from 
their homes. Over 100 bead of live 
stock were drowned. Nearly every 
bridge in the Lacrosse valley is fone. 

At Maakato, Mllia., als inches of 
rain fell. Winona, Minn., Sparta, Wis,, 
and other towns in tbe adjoining terri- 
tory are partly oBder water aad much 
damage done. 

Farlbavit, Mlaa., BIroy, Viola, Rock- 
ton, and Tohama also suffered severely 
and have the same story to tell of 
flooded cellars and streets; heavy dam- 
age to crops, hundreds of heads of cat- 
tle drewaed. aaitaeroaa waabouta on 
the railroads, bridges washed away 
and wire communication paralyzed.

Minneapolis, Minn., June 13. — A 
through northbound Wisconsin Cen- 
tral train succeeded in reaching here, 
having come through New Riciimond. 
The tracks were all cleared of the con- 
teata of lumber yarda acattered over 
them. Conductor Cavln says he took 
twelve refugees to St. Paul with Lira. 
When the train came through tbe air 
was so full of smoke from burning 
buildings that It was difficult to tell 
the extent of the disaster. The central 
part of the town, however, waw wreck- 
ed. A ire engine had arrived from a

Manilla, June 13.— Information be- 
lieved to be reliable baa reached here 
of the assassination of Oeneral Luna 
and his aide-de-camp. Lieutenant Pas- 
co Ramon, June 8, by Aguinaldo's 
guard at the headquarters of Agulnal- 
do. Luna and Ramon, it appears, went 
to the FlHpiao headquarters to confer 
with Agviaaldo, got into an altercation 




unML 

with the captain of the guard and one 
of them drew a revolver. Tbe guaid 
then kiled Luna and Ramon with 
their bayoaeta. 

At daylight the eaemy at Cavite, 
Viajo, dropped two shells from a big 
smooth bore gun mounted in front of 
the church of tbe navy yard. The only 
damage done was apliaterlaf the top 
of the huge shears oa the mole. The 
g\inhoats Callao. Manilla and Moquita 
then proceeded to dismount the gun. 

After break fan! the enemy opened 
fire aloag the beecb Bacoor. 

After sileadag the Ws tnn at Cavite. 
the boats ran along shore, bombarding 
the enemy's position. The enemy 
replied with rifle fire and with the fire 
of some small pieces of artillery. So 
vlgoroua was the enemy'a lire that at 
9:20 a. m. the gunboat^Helena Joined 
the small gunboats already named and 
the Princeton, .Monterey and Monad- 
nock dropped occasional big shells 
among the enemy. This only appar- 
ently served to Incite the enemy, as 
they kept up an Incessant Are of mus- 
ketry and artillery near the mouth of 
tbe Zapote river, two miles north of 
Bakoor the fire of all seven warships 
was concentrated on this point, short- 
ly after noon, when the upper bay pre 
sented the app(>aranoe of being the 
scene of a great naval battle. 

The insurgents were eventually 
forced to abandon their guna after 
holding out for about four hours, only 
to be confronted by General Lawton's 
force on land and in the rear, where 
there was heavy fighting. 

Beyond the destruction of several 
buildings a^ong tlte wa,ter front the 
effect of the bombardibent is not 
known.

Manilla, June 13. — Oeneral Lawton 
unexpectedly stirred up one of the live- 
liest engagements of the war south of 
Las Pinai «Boa whtA oeoaalon Amer- 
ican field guns were engaged in the 
First artillery duel against a Filipino 
battery concealed in the Jungle. 

Companies F and I of the 'I'wenty- 
Flrst infantry were nearly surround- 
ed by a larye force of insurgents, but 
the Americans cut their way out with 
heavy loss. The U. S. turret ship Mo- 
nadnock and gunboat Zaiiro trained 
their batteriea on BidMor and the en- 
emy's trenches near Laa Plnas all the 
moraine. Bakoor waa once oa fire, 
but the natives stoirp«d the spread of 
the flamea During the night an in- 
surgent cannon was fired three times 
at the Americans on the outskirts of 
Lai Plnas. 

General Lawton tfx)k .i battaliun df 
the Fourteenth regiment and two com- 
panies of the Tweaty-first regiment to 
locate tbe enemy's battery and then 
two guns of the Sixth artillery and 
four mountain guns were planted 
aeatnst it at 400 yards distance. The 



insurgents had a large gun from which 
they were faring bome-'lnade CM^ter, 

loaded with nails. 

Their shooting was most acoirate. 
The first lot of caaister burst directly 
in front of Scott's guns and another 
sbattej-ed the legs of a private in the 
Fourteenth Infantry. Several shots 
struck the edge of the town. 

The country traversed was as bad 
as is possible to Imagine, being mainly 
lagoons, mud fiad water friaged with 
bamboos. 

As .=oon as the fighting opened the 
Americans were attacked by hidden ri- 
Hemen on all sides, even tbe amlgos or 
"friendly" nativea, in the houses of the 
town shooting Into their rear. The 
companies of the Twentyflrst regiment 
BklrmlsAIng along the t>each with am- 
Igo guides found apparently a handfu! 
of Insurgents who retreated. The men 
of the Twentyflrst followed and sud- 
denly the insurgents opened a terrific 
fire on the troops from tbe sides and 
rear. The soldiers withdrew to the 
water's edge, finding what shelter they 
could, and were picked off rapidly. 

After their ammunition waa nearly 
exhausted the companies of the Twea- 
ty-first retreated, but General Law- 
ton dashed down and rallied the men. 
A little group made a desperate stand. 
General Lawton, Major Starr and 
Lieutenants Denovaa aad Sonnelly 
taking rifles from the wounded men 
and firing at the enemy, bring down 
some of the insurgent shorpshooters 
from a tree. Finally their cartridges 
were all gone, and tW^NTO fOfieed to 
break through the enemy's flank, car- 
rying tbe wounded to the main body 
of the troops. 

Raport Preni OtU, 

Washington, June 13.— The follow- 
ing cablegram was received from Oen- 
eral Otis, at Manilla: "Lawton s 
troops had a severe engagement with 
thevrf>nemy in strong entrenchments 
at the crossing of Zapote river near 
Bacoor, Cavite province. He has driv- 
en the enemy with heavy loas; our cas- 
ualties some thirty. Tbe insurgents 
in the southern section, not molested 
until they threatened an attack In 
strong force on Manilla, now scatter- 
ed in.retreat It .is doubtful if tbey

A Flare* Battla. 

Manilla June 13.— Tbe fighting at 
Laa Plnas continued hotly all dajr 

long. General Lawton called out the 
whole force of 3,000 men and at 5 p. m. 
he was only able to push the insur- 
gents back 600 yards to the Seapote 
river where they are eatrenehed. The 
Insurgents resisted deiperately and ag- 
gressively. They attempted to turn 
tbe left flank of the troops. The Amer- 
ican Is conservatively estimated at 60.

Washington, June 13,— The cabinet 
meeting waa brief.

TBE 8TATB PRISONS. 



Tbej Are New Si>lf SasUiaiag Uaier th« 
llew*Deaiscratie CsaainlMtn* 



FRANcrosT, Kv., June 10.— Under the 
management of tbe three Democratle 

Commissioners selected at the last legis 
litive session in aoootdance with tbe 
provisions of the prison reform law to 

take charge of the State penitentiaries, 
tbooe institutions, which have cost tbe 
State thousands of dollars to maintain, 
have been made self-sustaining for tbe 
first time.' This fact is shown in the re- 
port of the Commissioners for the month 
of May, just made public. It shows tbe 
excess of receipts over expenditures at 
the two prisons for the month just closed 
to be nearly a thousand dollars, and 
makes a comparison with the same 
month in 18H)<, when, under control of 
tbe Sinking Fund Commission of the 
present Sute adminiettation, the defloit 
was over four tbousand dollan at one 
prison alone. 

The changed result is due to a modi- 
fication of the chair contract ii^ the prison 
here, where 650 men are now employed 
by tbe Martin Company, of Cincinnati, 
at forty cents per day per convict, and to 
several other advantageous oontracts' 
leasing all the available inmates of the 
prison here and quite a number at the 
Eddyville braaeh prison. The preeent 
corps of eflicient oflicials selected by the 
commission are also entitled to credit for 
the improved condition, especially of tbe 
prison here in control of Warden Epb 
Lillard, of Jessamine County. The branch 
prison is not quite up to the standard 
yet. bat the commission baa under con- 
sideration now a bi<f for labor that if ac- 
cepted will employ every idle man in 
that institution. 

Tbe May report shows tbat with 1,290 
inmates the earnings of the main prison 
here were $10,(i23.19, while the expenses 
were f8,7SM8, an exoeae of tl.889.31. 
It shows that in May, ISOS, under the 
old contract system, the expenses of the 
prison were $23,473.32 and the earnings 
$19,351.02, a deficit for tbe month of $4,- 
122.30, when there were 1,405 convicts 
confined. 

The May report lor the Eddyville 
prison shows the expenses of the month 
to have been $3,898.88 and tbe earnings 
$2,842.45, a deficit of $1^)66.43. For tbe 
month of May, 1898, the earnings of tbe 
prison were $l,72t>.14 and the expanses 
$4,030.10, a deficit of $2,304.02. 

Tbe defleit at the branch prison of 
$1,056.43 deducted from the excess of 
the main prison halt, |1,8S9.81, leaves a 
balanoeottlaBd JtaM 1 of f8d2.88.

Har- 
vesting will be cmder full Headway dur- 
ing tbe coming week. Oats are reported 
to be in fair condition in nearly all local- 
ities and Irish and sweet potatoes are do- 
ing well. Gardens are flourishing and 
pastures are in good condition. 

Apples are dropping badly and tbe 
outlook for fruit is not encouraging. 
Strawberries are still plentiful, and red 
and black raspberries are coming into 
the market _
